Plan of Government for the Islands. 
Posslblltyof Increased 
Immigrat- 


ion-Industries. 


JIaj. Z. S. Panghorn 
of Jersey City 
has written a long letter to tbe New 
York Son regarding the Hawaiian 
sit- 
uation, a portion of which is published 
below. 
Major 
Fangborn 
is 
so

known in the States that his opinion 
of the people here will be accepted by 
many who have heretofore been in ig 
norance 
regarding 
the Islands. 
He 
said in part: 


First let me correct several 
erron- 
eous Impressions and opinions which 
are prevalent in this country in rela- 
tion to the 
Hawaiian 
Islands, 
no.v 
known and recognized by the civilized 
world as the Hawaiian Republic. 
First Hawaii is not a poor country. 
Second 
Hawaii is not an inaccesst 
ble, 
far-aw- 
ay 
country. 
Third 
Hawaii is not an uncivilized 
and still less is it a heathen country. 
Fourth 
Hawaii 
is not. 
In view of 
its possible, and, I think, certain, fut- 
ure development and growth in agri- 
cultural and commercial wealth, an In- 
significant or unimportant part of ths 
civilized world. 
Fifth 
The present and future 
poli- 
tical status of Hawaii Is not a matter 
of slight importance to the people and 
Government of the United States. 
On 
the contrary, it is a subject of vital in- 
terest, 
to which the United 
States 
should be neither indifferent nor in- 
active. 
No country can be considered or rat- 
ed as poor whose soil is capable of 
sap-porti- 
in comfort a dense population; 
whose commercial position and facili- 
ties are exceptionally 
good, and where 
applied 
industry 
Insures 
ready 
and 
ample rewards. 
These conditions 
ex- 
ist in Hawaii. 
Of the total area of the 
Islands, 
nearly 7,000 square 
miles 
equal to the combined acreage of ths 
two States 
of Connecticut 
and 
Dela-w- ar 
a 
portion 
consists 
ot 
rugged 
ranges 
of mountains 
of lava 
rock, 
which, in its present state, is incapable 
of cultivation, but the remainder, and 
theIarger portion, is arable and 
cul'i-vatab- 
le 
soil ot unusual fertility in the 
valleys and many localities on the sea 
ccast, while the dry plains are readily 
made fertile by Irrigation. 
The lands 
where sugar cane can be raised are tha 
meet productive of any in the world, 
ait acre of good sugar land in Hawaii, 
yielding twice, or more than twice as 
much per acre as any lands in Louis- 
iana or Cuba. 
Of these lands, availa- 
ble for sugar raising, nearly 
two-thir- 
ds 
are already under cultivation, and large 
profits are realized. 
The remainder 
Is 
not yet utilized. 
The cultivation of rice two crops of 
which are harvested annually, is very 
profitable, the product being of an ex- 
cellent grade and commanding a good 
price in the market; by utilizing 
the 


rice-growi- ng 
lands, which are as yet 
uncultivated,

The raising of cattle is, in some nf 
the islands, extensively and profitably 
carried on; ft some peiiods

The 
consummation 
ot 
an- 
nexation, the incorporation ot the Isl 
ands as an integral part of the terri- 
tory of the United 
States, 
would at 
once give that assurance of stable gov- 
ernment 
and 
the permanency 
of 
re- 
publican institutions 
in Hawaii which 
is needed, and I do not believe it can 
be satisfactorily 
secured In any other 
way. 
That such annexation 
would be 
mutually and largely advantageous

the United States and to the Hawaiian

Tnfcss Hawaii is previously 
occupied by an American 
popula- 
tion, and is an American country. 
it must inevitably succumb to this 
preponderating British commercial 
influence. 
British merchants 
and 
agents trill natttr&Ny multiply and 


possess the commerce and the coun-tr- v. 
The advantase thus test will 
not be easy to recover; 
nor will it 
be so easy at a later day to take 
possession of what is already prac 
tically in other hands. 
At the present tune Hawaii is 
substantially an American country, 
and 
is pracdeally in American 
hands. That is. American ideas and 
institutions 
predominate, 
sad 
a 
major part of the business and the 
wealth of the country is in Am 
erican hands. A verv healthv and 
patriotic American 
colony of sev-- 


entv-av- e 
veacr growth is reaehinsr 
its fourth generation. It has been 
nourished by the immense aid of 
the Treaty of Reciprocity. It has 
gready benefited by propinquity to 
the mother land. 
Yet. 
notwith- 
standing those advantages, a Brit- 
ish colony of nearly half its size 
has grown up with it. 
"With the 
powerful 
stimulus 
of an 
over 
whelming Britisk commerce call 
ing here, it seems certain that the 
latter class will outgrow die former 
unless this group is speedily adopt 
ed as a part of the great Union. 
Annexation will result in pouring 
upon Hawaii an influx of Ameri 
can population which will at once 
nx its destiny as the great western 
outpost and fortress of American 
domination over the conimeree of 
the Pacific 


THE EiLPEBOR WILLIAM. 


The birthday, the 3Sth anniver 
sary of the German Emperor, was 
celebrated at the German 
Consul- 
ate yesterdav. 
The young Emperor is probably 
the most conspicuous man now liv- 
ing. The young Tsar of Russia 
hardly holds in his hands more des- 
tinies of men. 
It is not easy to comprehend 
the 
awful 
responsibility 
of this 
man with his "Hdlessr watch on 
the Rhine, and the range of the 
shooed guns of die French on his 
frontier. 
The young Emperor is wise and 
strives patiendy to keep the peace 
of Europe. 
If he at times 
has 
shown some impatience toward the 


eardi-nsuinin-s 
Briton, it is 
be-cau- se 
he is ambitious for the Fath- 
erland, and wishes to secure to his 
people a share in the trade of the 
worhL 
"We, who live bevond wars and 
the rumors of wars, are surprised 
at the patience and fortitude of the 
intelligent 
German 
people, 
who 
submit to a mSitarv svstem which 
is almost despotic, because of the 
angry looks of the Frenchmen. It 
is an awful penalty they pay, be- 
cause they are in the central pare 
Europe. 
A race of men, peaceful 
and thoughtful in habit, lovers of 
home and children, are converted, 
by their environment, into a mili- 
tary camp. 
Nearly every 
home 
looks OHt on. a battery of artillery. 
The raothers see their boys using 
up several of the best years of their 
fives among the battalions. 
A na 
tion of scholars, students and sci- 
entists sleep with guns in their 
hands. Yet, in spite of these draw- 
backs, the commercial spirit of the 
nation grows, and its merchants are 
keen 
competitors 
with the best 
merchants of the world. 
Above all these men and inter- 
ests is the young Emperor, with his 
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vast burden of care. He knows that 
the day of wars for pisvonal 
am-hitk- 
m 
are over, and only wars be- 
tween races ami interests arc pos- 
sible, and that inevitably in these 
days war is a loss and not a gain. 
It is said by the impartial observers 
that ho makes far less mistakes 
than one might expect, in a po- 
sition before the world, upon which 
the fiercest light 
beats, 
and in 
which new relations must be dealt 
with everv dav. 


THE TLAXTERS- 
- BESFOXSIBIMTY. 


The sugar planters and their 
associates are. m fact, the most 
aggressive politicians in the Isl- 
ands. 
They are not conscious of 
it. and may impatiently deny it. 
but if they will think it out, will 
see that they are the real Suite 
builders, just as the little eoral 
insects are the builders of islands 
without being conscious of it. 
Even 
the children, who take 
their 
first lessons 
in the 
way 
communities are organised, learn 
that the agricultural 
elasses are 
the back bone of a State. AH the 
wise men say so, and have said so 
for centuries. 
Of 
course, 
des- 
potism, 
and 
the power 
of the 
sword may keep this class down 
for a while, 
bur. in the end it 
makes the character of the State. 
A Chinaman 
bought a pair of 
trousers in California put on a 
plug hat. then got drunk and 
shouted: 
"Ale all same "Heliean 
man. 
out ne was not. m spite of 
Ms wishes, a builder of 
Anglo-Saxo- n 
institutions. 
As the planters, as a rule, se- 
lect the laboring population, they 
make 
the 
foundations 
of 
the 
State, and are responsible for it 
This 
responsibilitv 
cannot 
be 
shifted off upon the Government, 
unless It is one of absolute des 
potism. 
In the struggle for sugar 
plan-ratio- n 
existence, 
the planters do 
not think much about this great 
responsibility, and in the remote 
districts are hardlv conscious 
of 
it. 
liiey leave tnis troublesome 
business to the Government, 
or 
some other body, or trust that a 
kind Providence will keep things 
in order, and make atonement for 
any mistakes or sins. But the re- 
sponsibility cannot be renounced. 
Every time the planter puts a 
new 
laoorer 
in 
tne 
nelu 
lie 
touches our civilization. 
He puts 
a new brick into the political 
struct ure. 
The situation, here, is singular. 
because suga 
making is the one 
great 
industry. 
If there 
were 
another large industry, it wonld 
share the responsibility 
of the 
sugar planter, if it put many 
la- 
borers on the soil. But there is 
no other large industry, and the 
planter must stand alone in his 
responsibility. He cannot 
shift 
it upon 
the 
Government. 
The 
men in the Executive building 
are. in fact, mere figureheads, 
as 
they are generally in all Govern- 
ments, unless they become 
revo- 
lutionists and break up things as 
the leaders of the French revolu- 
tion did. 
The management of a planta- 
tion is a worrying 
affair, 
and 
leaves little time for those who 
own it to speculate on political 
problems. 
''Xet us not cross the 
bridges until 
we reach them." 
Bnt there are invisible bridges 
moral 
bridges 
which 
are 
un- 
seen, but have all the strength of 
iron and stone, and communities 
reach them and are on them with- 
out knowing it. 
So, in spite 
of himself, the 
planter sticks into the ground po- 
litical seed alongside of his sugar 
cane 
seed, 
and the growth 
of 
both seeds affects him financially 
and politically. 


GAPTAIS 
PALMER. 
It is said, with some authority, 
that Capt. Julius Palmer has or- 
ganized a royal court in Boston, 
and" 
Mrs. 
Dominis. 
who is addressed as "Your Maj- - 
esty. 
Mrs. Dominis is probably- - 
not a party to it. Her life has 
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been made miserable by a set of 
stupid advisers, 
in times past 
who could not see the drift 
of 
things and now she knows it. As 
she voluntarily resigned, or. as 
the lawyers say. 
quit-claime- d 
her 
rights to the throne, it is pretty 
vlear that Captain Palmer has 
been up to some mischief at her 
expense. 
This bold mariner 
en- 
joyed for many years the glitter- 
ing splendor 
of the 
forecastle. 
and as ilonarch 
of the Seas, 
in- 
stituted a severe etiquette abaft 
the 
miExemnast. 
It 
fired 
him 
with 
ambition 
to 
do 
greater 
things, and circumstances throw 
him across the path of royalty 
here. 
It is believed that he se 
cured, in the early part of the 
century, 
some "misuts 
ot 
ute 
early Kings, and concealed 
them 
in his humble sailors'" kit for fu- 
ture use. 
Conscious as he is of 
his own princely presence, 
he is 
till anxious to parade these fad 
ed emblems 
of a former monar- 
chy. 
Nothing 
will 
please 
him 
more than the raging of the wick- 
ed missionaries when they behold 
him. as the Lord 
Chamberlain, 
operating 
his 
miniature 
court 
near 
Bostou 
Common, 
conduct- 
ing himself in a stately 
proces- 
sion in aged habillameuts around 
the celebrated frog pond. It puts 
him at once 
among the choice 
oues who have risen from noth- 
ingness to glory. It is the ascent 
from the salt junk barrel to the 
ILaster of Koval Ceremonies. 
As he has a 
deep-seate- 
d 
horror 
of leprosy, and disinfected 
him- 
self hourly when he was with us, 
he 
will 
naturally 
handle 
all 
things 
pertaining 
to Hawaiian 
royalty with 
long silver tongs. 
Even the visiting cards, which he 
takes as Lord Chamberlain, will 
be presented to "Her Majesty" in 
these long and disinfected silver 
dutches. 
This queer little man has not 
much to live for. and if he loves 
to sit for a while in the darkness 
of a dead monarchy, with some of 
its decorations illuminating 
his 


gold-threade- 
d 
pea 
jacket, 
we 
must not begrudge him the pleas 
ure of 
it-- It is more than proba- 
ble that he is, as the boys say, 
playing Mrs. Boniinis. 
If he is 
not. it is because she. and not he. 
has the sense to forbid it. 


THE 
SDGAR 
B0U3TY. 


Ir. MeKinley 
affirmed during 
the late campaign his belief in the 
system of paying sugar bounties. 
YThen he secured the passage of 
the law providing for them, he be- 
lieved that it was not in. conflict 
with the constitution, 
and he now 
believes so. 
The late decision of the Supreme 
Court of the United States dodged 
the issue when the Louisiana men 
tried to enforce the payment of 
bounties due. The broad question 
whether or not Congress may vote 
bounties is yet to be settled, but 
the indications 
are that the 
Su- 
preme Court will put as small lim- 
itations as possible on the freedom 
of Congress to promote trade. 
2St. MeKinley 
believes in free 
coffee, 
free tea 
and free sugar. 
There is no question 
about that, 
for he says so. The present duty on 
his sugar is not his work; he'would 
return to the bounty system if he 
could, and he will do so whenever 
he can see his way clear to it. The 
present condition of the finances of 
the country may delay action for 
some time. 
But if the bounty system 
is 
again adopted, and these Islands 
remain 
independent, 
no bounties 
under any form of reciprocity trea- 
ty would probably be paid to the 
planters here, for the reason that 
the amount required for that pur- 
pose would startle the rural Con- 
gressmen. Iso objection would per- 
haps be made to the payment of a 
moderate amount of money, but 
the flat appropriation 
of several 
millions to a distant sugar interest, 
mainly sustained by contract labor, 
would raise a howl among the con-- 
stituents of Congressmen. 
Immediate annexation 
removes 
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he danger of leshig any advantage 


vluoh may arise out of American 
legislation. The scheme of paying 
bounties' on the sugar beet industry 
is one of indirect taxation 
which 
admirably 
deceives tho voters, as 
all indirect taxation does. The poll 
ticians see tho power in polities of 
the farmers 
wives who do up the 
"preserves' 
which 
go so deeply 
into the simple farmer's life. The 
bounty aids the sugar producer and 
keeps tho women quiet. 
Some mixture of tho two 
sys- 
tems, that of tariff duty and that 
of bounty, may be adopted. There 
is no certainty of permanent legis- 
lation in these days. It is tho best 
for us to go where the uncertainty 
of legislation 
will 
affect 
us the 
least. 


he English 
papers 
comment 
gn the case of an educated but un- 
scrupulous man who went before a 
board of civil service 
examiners 
and got a certificate for a position. 
This he sold to some inefficient per- 
son and then moved off to another 
plaee, and before another board 
got another certificate, 
which he 
also sold. 
The purchasers of the 
certificates were not identified, and 
got the positions. 
The man's 
su- 
perior intelligence 
enabled him to 
practice this lucrative fraud of sell 
ing certificates for some time, until 
he betraved himself 
by wearing 
"toe caps" on his shoes. It is quite 
possible that he had been a tourist 
on these Islands and had picked up 
the tnck from some of our sagaci-ou-s 
Chinese, illicit may he learned 
here, if ,tlie student is diligent. 


Major Pangborn prints in the 
New York Sun a long and interest- 
ing letter on Hawaiian matters. He 
presents with much force the rea- 
sons for annexation, 
and says, 
as 
all travelers with gifted souls say, 
that we are a very nice lot of peo- 
ple, and deserve to be well treated. 
He suggests that if we are annexed 
that there should be special legis- 
lation by the Federal Congress in 
our behalf, 
so that we can retain 
our best men in the Government. 
This is, of course! most desirable. 
But we can hardly expect Congress 
will tender us the cup of democra- 
cy with filtered water in it 
"We 
must take the political doses which 
the average American 
community 
takes. There is no patent medicine 
for democratic digestion. 


If Mr. Sherman is the next Sec- 
retary of State, we may find him 
rather critical about our matters. 
But he is a just and fair man. He 
has not been quite satisfied, for 
some years, with the results of re- 
ciprocity 
not only 
because he 
thought we were getting the best 
of it, but because he believed that 
the planting interest did not care 
a snap for the "moral" side of the 
question, and had persuaded them- 
selves that the trade consideration 
was the only one which the Am- 
ericans kept in mind. 
This is the 
truth of the matter. But we are all 
learning much as we grow older. 
Sr. Sherman 
should be regarded 
as an unprejudiced 
man, even if he 
does not love us to death.

hospital

Wailuku, 
which he states is in sad need of atten- 
tion. 
The roofs of the main buildine 
and small houses surrounding 
are all 
, 
in a leaning conuiuon, ana ne has rec- 
ommended that a corrugated Iron cov- 
ering be placed over the shingles 
as 
a matter of economy and comfort. 
In Kahului Mr. Reynolds set on foot 
some 
reforms 
which 
he left in Jie 
hands of the agent of the Board 
of 
Health at that place. 
The principal 
one is to the effect that an arrange- 
ment be made with the plantation 
to 
cart away weekly all the garbage and 
refase of jthe place which must prove 
very valuable as fertilizer. 
This is rec- 
ommended on account of the peculiar 


ccnditlons of Kahului, which makes it 
necessary that garbage and refuse be 
piled in heaps about the place, endan- 
gering the health of the people. 
An- 
other recommendation 
is that 
there 
be more accuracy in the registration 
of births, deaths and marriages.

On Sunday night Captain Fernandes 
made a raid 
on the wash 
house in 
Iwilel 
and 
captured 
nine 
out 
of 15 
gamblers, who came up for trial in me 
police court yesterday 
morning. 
When lined up in a 
semi-circ- le 
be- 
fore Judge De La Vergne, Hong Sam, 
the Chinese police officer, stepped up 
before one of the men, and, drawing 
a photograph from his pocket, made a 
comparison. He was soon satisfied that 
he had the right man, and proceeded 
to question him. He answered that he 
had been in the country three years. 
Questioning him in English 
and Ha 
waiian brought out the fact that the 
Chinaman could speak neither 
of the 
languages. 
Later on Jack Lucas went to the po 
lice station with an enlarged bromide 
photograph and the identification was 
made complete.

The steamer 
Taupo arrived from the islands today. 
With reference to the incident of the 
speaking 
of the Swanhilda, 
inquiries 
made on board the steamer elicited the 
following: 
On the ship being sighted 
she showed her numbers, 
when it was 
learned that she was the Swanhilda. 
Up to that time Captain M'Beath had 
not read the details of the Blue Mount-Ia- n 
murders, and was not aware that 
the murderer 
was supposed to be on 
board the Swanhilda. 
One of his 
of- 
ficers, however, informed him of the 
circumstance, 
and the captain 
then 
resolved to communicate with the ship 
and he signalled, "I have an impor- 
tant communication 
to make." 
The 
Swanhilda then hove to, and the Tau- 
po came up abreast, 
and a boat was 
lowered and tent off to the ship. 
The 
boat was in charge of the second mate, 
who had a file of papers and was 
in-- 
. structed 
to convey a verbal message 
to Fraser, to the effect that it was be- 
lieved that the murderer was on board. 
The crew of the boat had strict orders 
to refrain from holding any convers- 
ation with those on the Swanhilda, and 
they were not aware of the object of 
the visit. 
On reaching the ship the 
second mate went on board, and had 
an Interview with the captain in his 
private cabin, to whom he gave the 
newspaper files and Captain M'Beath's 
verbal message. 
Captain Fraser 
ex- 
pressed his thanks, but made no re- 
mark with reference 
to the presence 
of Butler, the supposed murderer 
on 
board. 
Whilst the second mate was confer- 
ring with the captain, 
some 
of the 


v Swanhllda's 
crew came aft, and 
to enter into 
conversation 
with 
the 
boat's 
crew, 
remarking, 
"What are you fellows wanting here." 
One man on the SwanhIlda,Kbf 
stout-is- h 
build, with a light colored mous- 
tache, seemed somewhat excited, and 
eager to know what the communica- 
tion was, and leaning over the rails, he 
saW, "What the h 
do you fellows 
want?" 
You are after something." 
One of the boat's crew said, "Oh, our 
captain only wants to give you the lat 
est news from the world, as you'll be a 
long time cut off." The man then turn 
ed, and made some remark to a com 
panion, but was not audible. The boat 
was only alongside for a few minutes, 
and the thing was done with privacy 
and dispatch. 
Captain 
McBreath 
of 
the 
Taupo 
states that 
had 
he been bound 
for 
Auckland at the time, instead of being 
on his way to Tahiti, he would, if pos- 
sible, have secured Butler, and brought 
him a prisoner to this port. 
As it is, 
he has not a shadow of doubt that But

be kept secured until the Swanhilda 
reaches 
San Francisco. 
He expresses 
surprise that his action in communi- 
cating with the ship should have given 
rise to controversy 
In Australia, hold 
ing that he did his duty under the 
circumstances, and only what aqy oth- 
er ship master would have done.
